WASSINGTON, July 15 — Three for- 
caer -American arms control negotiators 
said today that the only realistic hope of 
persuading the Soviet Union to agree to 
deeper arms reduction was to ratify the 
‘strategic treaty pending before the Sen- 
ate and proceed to negotiations on a 
subsequent treaty. . 

However, Senator George McGovern, 
Democrat of South Dakota, threatened to 
vote against approving the treaty unless 
the Senate adopted a resolution freezing 
the development of new weapons for one 
year and “‘mandating” a 30 percent re- 
duction in the strategic arsenals of the 
United States and the Soviet Union over a 
three-year period. ook

It was learned today that the Director 
of Central Intelligence, Stansfield Turn- 
er, was resisting a request to testify in 
open session this week before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee as to 
whether the treaty is adequately verifia- 
ble.
